Public opinion may be defined as 
“the opinion of the man-in-the- 
street on any public matter or upon. 
any subject which is engaging the 
attention of a large section of the 
public as a living and vital - ques- 
tion demanding action.” 


Public opinion is not necessarily 
confined to the more.or less educat- 
ed public who can be interested and 
instructed by meetings or news- 
papers, but is the opinion of the 
Majority of the people on any Sub- 

‘ject. The dictionary meaning of 
public opinion is “the prevalent view 
"on politics, morality, ete.” 


What is meant by. public opinion? 
It will be well to clear the ground 
to start with by differentiating be- 
tween public opinion proper and 
pseudoforms of public opinion, or 
sectional opinions. .Pseudo. public 
opinion is the ‘opinion :of sections 
of the public consisting ‘of one or 
more -clagses of the - people. Sec- 
tional opinion is founded upon social | 

customs, and although such opinion 
is often very strongly held and very 
clearly defined, it is’ entirely differ- 
ent and. distinct from public -opin-- 
ion, or the opinion of the man- 
in-the-street. .It cannot be. denied, 
however,. that sectional opinion has 
often an influence in the formation . 
and reaction of public. opinion.

‘probable that the greatest pinch will 
be’ felt: in’ the production of rolling- 
stock, rails and tunnel supports,” he 
added. “An example of the effect of 
higher steel prices was the recent re- 
duction in the Transport Board’s order 
for new coaches from 1,000 to 750.”
